protection, abandonment, etc.]

• Motions To Dismiss - Chapter 13 cases only

OBJECTION CUT-OFF DEADLINES
Movants may establish objection deadlines for a particular motions docket
any time prior to the Objection Cut-Off Date so long as proper notice has
been given pursuant to Fed. R. Bankr. P.  The objection deadline dates will
always fall on the Monday of the week prior to the particular
Stay/Dismissal Docket day or Motions Docket day unless otherwise specified
in the calendar information.
